In  the 
new  version  the  Doxology  is  entirely  omit¬ 
ted.  an  1  ihe  prayer  reads  thus  :  “Our  Fat  bar 
which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name. 
Thy  kingdom  oome.  Thy  will  be  done,  a* 
ia  heaven,  ao  on  earth.  Give  os  thla  day 
our  daily  bread,  and  forgive  us  eur  debts

In  this 
verse  “a  pinnacle''  Is  made  to  read  “tha  pin¬ 
nacle.”  sad  the  change  la  manifestly  proper 
since  there  waa  only  one  pinnacle  to  the  Tem¬ 
ple.  Very  many  of  tbe  alterations  are  of 
precisely  such  nature  aa  this,  tb*  definite 
article  being  substituted  for  tbe  indefinite 
and  rice  reran.  Matthew,  vl. :  1 — “Take 
heed  that  ye  do  not  your  alms  before  men”—

The  river  waa  much  swollen  from  the  late 
storm  and  the  water  went  tumbling  aud  boiling 
among  the  projecting  rocks  with  all  Its  fery  and 
grandeur.

Having  provided,  or  at  least  had 
provided,  for  me  my  rations  sufficient  In  quan¬ 
tity  and  quality  to  last  me  until  my  arrival  at 
Chicago,  I  waa  only  under  the  necessity  of  In¬ 
vesting  10  cents  for  a  cup  of  good  coffee  and 
mj  breakfast  waa  ready.
